( ii ) The scheme shall come into force with 
immediate effect and shall remain in force till 
it is withdrawn . 

(iii ) The scheme shall cover all talukas of 
the State of Goa . 
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(viii) All the traders procuring the 
commodities under Assured Price scheme shall 
be required to be registered with the 
Directorate of Agriculture w.e.f. 01-04-2013 , and 
the claim thereafter shall be admitted only from 
those traders who are registered with 
Department of Agriculture , Government of Goa . 


2. Objectives . — (i) To assure the farmer of 
minimum rate in advance so as to encourage 
them to venture into investments in 
agriculture with full confidence . 

(ii) To help maintain traditional plantation 
that support rural economy of Goa . 

( iii ) To generate employment in rural Goa . 

( iv ) To attract younger generation to 
agriculture as an economical viable activity . 

3. Selection of farmers. ( i) The farmer 
claiming assured price should be cultivating 
the crops under claim in Goa State . 


( ix ) Quantity claim of less than 50 kgs. for 
arecanut , 500 Nos. of coconut, 50 kgs . of 
cashewnut, 100 kgs . of paddy and 50 kg . of 
alsando shall not be considered for benefit 
under Assured Price scheme. 


4. Pattern of assistance. — (i) Pattern of 
assistance for Arecanut: The arecanut sold 
from 1st April , 2012 shall be considered for 
providing assured price as below : 


( ii ) The land under cultivation should be in 
his /her own name or held on lease /contract 
or by power of attorney or by inheritance or 
as co -owner. 

(iii ) In case of land not being in applicants 
name, the concerned document authorising 
him /her for cultivation should be produced .

Such traders 
should be duly registered with Goa State 
Agricultural Produce Marketing Board for 
arecanut , coconut , cashew , alsando /paddy 
and / or with Department of Agriculture .

SanjeevaniSahakari Sakhar Karkhana Ltd., and 
oil palm fruits to M / s Godrej Agrovet Ltd.,being 
the approved companies which are allotted 
the factory zone for procurement.

The support under Assured Price scheme 
shall cease if the price in market exceeds

Minimum quantity that would be considered 
for Assured Price benefit scheme shall be 
50 kgs . 


( vii) The receipt towards claim should be 
endorsed by Goa State Agriculture Marketing 
Board for coconut , cashewnut, arecanut and 

concerned processing factory for 
sugarcane and oil palm fruits and Department 
of Agriculture in case of paddy. 


( ii ) Pattern of assistance for Coconut: Benefit 
of assured price shall be provided to the 
coconut sold to registered trader to the extent 
of difference between assured rate of Rs . 8 / 
and the price received per nut by the farmers . 
Benefit shall be limited to 50,000 nuts 
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per beneficiary for a maximum area of 
5 hectares with 800 bearing coconut trees . The 
per hectare production of coconut shall be 
treated as per actual but not more than 10,000 
nuts per ha. Farmer having lesser area would 
be paid proportionate to their area . The rate 
received by farmer shall be the actual price 
received or the average minimum rate for the 
week notified by Goa State Agricultural 
Marketing Board , whichever is higher. 
Minimum number of coconuts sold shall not 
be less than 500 number to avail the benefit 
under the above scheme. 


of harvesting charges and transport cost shall 
be provided to sugarcane growers towards 
sugarcane, sold to Sanjeevani Sahakari Sakhar 
Kharkana Ltd. (SSSK ). The difference between 
Rs. 2,400 / - and the price per tonne announced 
by SSSK shall be paid by Department of 
Agriculture directly to the farmers for the 
produce sold to SSSK Ltd. 


( vi) Pattern of assistance for Alsando : Benefit 
of assured price of Rs. 70 /- per kg. of alsando 
shall be provided to alsando sold by the grower 
to the extent of difference between Rs. 70 / - per 
kg . and actual price received per kg . by 
farmers from sale to Co - operative Societies . A 
maximum of 800 kgs . from one hectare of 
area shall be provided with the benefit. 
Minimum quantity to be sold by farmer to avail 
benefit shall not be less than 50 kgs. 


(iii) Pattern of assistance for Cashew : 
Benefit of assured price of Rs. 90 / - per kg shall 
be provided to raw cashewnut sold by farmers 
to the extent of difference between 
Rs. 90 / - per kg and the price received per kg . 
by the farmer. The received price shall be 
actual price received by sale or average rate 
for the week notified by the Goa State 
Agricultural Marketing Board (GSAMB ) , 
whichever is higher. In case the rates are 
not notified for the week by SGAMB, the last 
rates as notified would be considered as 
rate of sale in the market . 


( vii ) Pattern of assistance for Oil Palm : 
Benefit of assured price of Rs. 9,000 / - per ton 
of oil palm fruit shall be provided to the 
growers for sale of produce to M / s Godrej 
Agrovet Ltd., Satari. The difference between 
Rs. 9,000 / - and the price per tonne notified by 
Goa Oil Palm Project Management Committee 
shall be paid by Department of Agriculture 
directly to the farmers under this scheme. 


5. General guidelines and procedure . — (i) 
The farmer shall apply to the Zonal Agricultural 
Officer in prescribed form indicating the 
number of trees and / or area under cultivation 
of specific crop and yield alongwith the 
documents prescribed . 


Benefit of the scheme shall be provided to 
maximum of 2,000 kg. per individual cultivator, 
considering maximum area of 5 ha. with 1,000 
bearing cashew trees. The farmers having 
less area would be paid assured price 
proportionate to their area . Minimum quantity 
that would be considered to avail benefit shall 
not be less than 50 kgs . 

( iv ) Pattern of assistance for Paddy : 
Difference between assured price of Rs. 17 / 
per kg. and actual price received by farmers 
for sale of paddy to the authorized paddy 
purchase agencies shall be provided under the 
scheme of Assured Price . A farmer will be 
entitled for assistance for maximum of 7,500 
kgs . per season for production @ 5,000 kgs . 
per hectare . Farmers cultivating paddy in both 
seasons will be entitled for assistance for both 
the seasons limited to 7,500 kgs . per season . 
Minimum quantity required to be sold by 
farmer to avail benefit shall not be less than 
100 kgs . 


( ii ) Zonal Agricultural Officer shall verify 
the correctness of the claim from office records 
or actual verification on site and determine the 
quantity of produce admissible if required . 


(iii ) Zonal Agricultural Officer shall 
calculate the subsidy as per the pattern for that 
year and submit village -wise claim to 
Directorate of Agriculture at Tonca , 
Caranzalem Goa , for expenditure sanction . 


(iv ) The claim for coconut, arecanut, 
cashewnut shall be processed by Horticulture 
Section of Directorate of Agriculture under the 
control of Dy. Director of Agriculture , I/ C 
Horticulture . The claim for sugarcane , paddy, 


(v ) Pattern of assistance for Sugarcane: 
Assured price of Rs. 2,400 /- per ton exclusive 
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alsando and oil palm shall be settled by 
Agronomy Section of the Directorate of 
Agriculture under the control of Dy. Director 
of Agriculture , I / C Agronomy.

3. Selection of farmers. ( i) The coconut 
grower with at least 16 coconut grown up 
trees (0.10 ha) would be eligible to get benefit 
under the scheme. 
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( ii) Each grower shall be eligible to get 
benefit for maximum of 320 trees. 


( iii ) The farmer should have land in his own 
name or inherited or on lease to the extent of 
area applied under the scheme. 


( iii ) The inputs required under the scheme 
shall be purchased by the department 
centrally and stocked at various places all 
over the State as per the stocking facilities 
available with the department or godowns 
which will be hired temporarily to stock such 
material. 


( iv ) The Zonal Agricultural Officer of talukas 
shall certify the bonafide of the coconut 
grower . 


5. Guidelines and procedure.— ( i) The 
Directorate of Agriculture shallmake common 
purchases of inputs like Neem cake , Rock 
Phosphate , Muriate of Potash , Micro nutrient 
mixture, Micorhiza for total area targeted as 
per codal formalities . 


(v ) The farmers under ST or SC categories 
shall submit the caste certificate to support 
their eligibility . 


( ii ) The material purchased shall be stocked 
at Zonal Agricultural Offices at location 
decided by Zonal Agricultural Officer. 


4. Pattern of assistance . — ( i) Manures 
required for coconut cultivation in the form of 
Neem cake , Rock Phosphate, Muriate of 
Potash , Micorhiza /micronutrient mixture 
consisting of Fe , Mn , Zn , Cu , Mo and B with 
the total value of Rs. 15,000 /- per ha in form of 
inputs shall be provided . 


( iii) The Zonal Agricultural Office shall invite 
applications from the coconut growers in the 
prescribed forms alongwith the documents . 


( ii) Each selected beneficiary would be 
provided assistance for minimum 16 trees and 
maximum 320 trees as per the land holding of 
the farmers . The estimated value of the inputs 
to be provided per tree shall be as follows: 


(iv ) The Zonal Agricultural Officer shall 
verify the number of trees and approve the 
application on first -cum - first serve basis . 


(v ) The stocked material shall be lifted by 
the farmer on his own from the stocking points 
as per the admitted area of benefit .

Funds for the Reis Magos Heritage Centre " , Society constituted by the Government and 
registered under the Societies Registration Act of 1860 bearing Registration 
No. 1166 /Goa / 2011. 
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PREAMBLE 


The Government of Goa through the 
Directorate of Archives & Archaeology is 
committed to preserve , manage and maintain 
the rich archaeological protected sites and 
monuments of the State of Goa . 


and kept invested in fixed deposit with the 
nationalized banks and the interest accrued 
on the investment of the Corpus Fund being 
fund available to Reis Magos Heritage Centre 
to maintain the Fort, take up major 
developmental works and to pursue its 
objectives. 


The Government ofGoa had entered into an 
MOU with the Helen Hamlyn Trust and 
INTACH , wherein the Government of Goa 
committed itself to create a Corpus Fund for 
the maintenance of the Reis Magos Fort . 


3. Beneficiaries . — The Reis Magos Heritage 
Centre constituted by the Government and 
receiving annual grant- in - aid from the 
Government shall be the beneficiary of the 
corpus fund . 


The Government of Goa has constituted a 
society " Reis Magos Heritage Centre " to 
manage , maintain , conserve Reis Magos Fort 
and look into its adaptive re -use . The Society 
has been formed to provide support services 
for the public visiting the Fort , to organize 
exhibitions, programmes, performances , 
displays , craft fairs , festivals , educational 
events , seminars ,meetings , lectures and such 
other social, cultural and art events and to 
continue conservation and maintenance of the 
Fort and it s precincts as described in the 
objectives of the bye laws of the Society . This 
Society shall be provided annual grants by the 
Government for carrying out its activities. 


4. Sources of the Corpus Fund.- The 
Corpus Fund shall be established by the 
Government of Goa out of the Departmental 
budget allocations made for the particular 
institution and also from donations from 
other Government , private agencies , 
corporate houses , individuals and private 
charitable trusts etc., received for this 
express purpose . 


5. Objectives.— The objectives ofthe Corpus 
Fund are as follows: 


( a ) To reduce the dependence of the Society 

annual Government grants for its 
functioning. 


Now , the Government desires to create a 
Corpus Fund for the Reis Magos Heritage 
Centre to strengthen it financially and to be 
used primarily for maintenance and major 
capital works on the Fort and its appurtenant 
areas and also for implementing the 
programmes of the Reis Magos Heritage 
Centre . 


( b ) To receive moneys, open a bank 
account, make fixed deposits and create a 
corpus for the purpose of funding the 
operations and activities at the said Fort , and 
to make payment out of the interest accrued 
out of the Corpus Fund to the Reis Magos 
Heritage Centre . 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) 
These shall be called the Rules & Regulations 
for the Corpus Fund for Reis Magos Heritage 
Centre constituted by the Government . 


( c ) To raise additional funds and finance for 
the Corpus Fund by accepting funds , grants , 
grants - in - aid from the Government, private 
agencies , corporate houses, individuals and 
private charitable trusts , etc .; 


( 2 ) They shall come into force from the date 
of its notification in the Official Gazette . 


2. Scope of the Corpus Fund.— ( 1 ) The 
Corpus Fund envisages creating a financial 
safety net to the Reis Magos Heritage Centre 
whereby the principal amount remains intact 


( d ) To provide reliable financial support to 
Reis Magos Heritage Centre constituted by the 
Government for managing , maintenance , 
conservation of Reis Magos Fort and its 
adaptive re -use . 
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Director of Accounts as the members to carry 
out objects of the Corpus Fund and shall 
exercise all the powers within the parameters 
of the conditions of the Corpus Fund . 


(e ) To assist the management, maintenance , 
upkeep and conservation of heritage 
structures , and property of the Reis Magos 
Fort , buildings and areas / properties 
appurtenant thereto or declared by the 
Government as a protective zone around the 
said Fort or manage , maintain any additional 
area of land of property entrusted to the 
Society by the Government or any other 
authority , local body or institution . 


(C ) The quantum / size of the Corpus Fund 
and the yearly contribution shall be fixed by 
the Government from time to time. 


( f) To continue to restore the Fort so that it 
becomes a source of urban renewal and 
cultural revitalization . 


7. Operation of the Fund.- ( 1 ) Money 
available in the fund shall be invested as fixed 
deposit in any Nationalized Bank as stated in 
Clause 5 (b ) above and shall not be allowed to 
be withdrawn to incur expenditure at any 
point of time. However, the Corpus Fund 
invested in a fixed deposit shall be allowed to 
be reinvested in any other Nationalized Bank 
offering a better rate of interest . 


( g ) To provide for support services for the 
public visiting the said Fort , including 
refreshment centres , public conveniences , 
etc., and such other services as decided by 
the Society from time to time; if the other 
income streams of the Fort are insufficient. 


( 2 ) The Corpus Fund amount invested in a 
fixed deposit shall not be allowed to be used 
in any way as a security towards securing 
any form of loan or for any Collateral 
guarantee . 


(h ) To support Reis Magos Heritage Centre 
in implementing its programmes . 


( i) To promote , create and stimulate 
awareness among the public for the 
preservation and appreciation of cultural and 
architectural heritage of Goa by inter - alia , 
funding the design , development and 
distribution of publications and multi media 
heritage resource materials for public 
education , furthering the aforementioned 
objectives of the Society . 


( 3 ) Only interest accrued out of the Corpus 
Fund shall be accessible for utilization by the 
Reis Magos Heritage Centre to carry out its 
activities as per the terms and conditions of 
the constitution of Reis Magos Heritage Centre , 
approved Pattern of Assistance of the Reis 
Magos Heritage Centre and the Government 
rules in force from time to time . 


( ) To adhere to all the directions of the 
Government issued from time to time. 


6. Administration of the Corpus Fund.- ( a ) 
Reis Magos Heritage Centre shall have a 
Corpus fund created in a nationalized Bank in 
the name of the Government of Goa and the 
Reis Magos Heritage Centre and shall be 
administered by a Committee. 


( 4 ) The interest accrued out of the Corpus 
Fund shall be deposited in a separate bank 
account to be opened in the name of Reis 
Magos Heritage Centre . The bank account 
shall be operated only by the Chairperson or 
Vice - Chairperson , if authorized by the 
Chairperson , the Treasurer and the Member 
Secretary of the Reis Magos Heritage Centre 
and the Secretary Archives & Archaeology) 
or the Director of Archives & Archaeology . 
The signature of Secretary Archives & 
Archaeology ) or Director of Archives & 
Archaeology for operating the bank account 
shall be mandatory . 


( b ) The Corpus Fund shall be administered 
by a Committee constituted under the 
Chairmanship of Minister for Archives & 
Archaeology , the Secretary ( Finance ) , 
Secretary (Archives & Archaeology ), and the 


(5 ) Upto 80 % of the annual interest so 
accrued shall be available to Reis Magos 
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Heritage Centre to carry out its activities for 
the respective financial year. The remaining 
10 % of the annual interest further accrued shall 
be invested in a " Sinking Fund " for the Reis 
Magos Heritage Centre and another 10 % shall 
be reinvested back into the Corpus Fund. 


5. Relaxation . The Government shall be 
empowered to relax any or all clauses except 
Clause 7 ( 1 ) of Rules & Regulations of the 
Corpus Fund in exceptional circumstances to 
be recorded in writing with the concurrence 
of the Finance Department. 


6. Interpretation.— If any question arises 
regarding interpretation of any clause , word , 
expression of the Corpus Fund , the decision of 
the Government shall be final and binding on 
all concerned . 


6. The “ Sinking Fund ” shall be a long term 
flexi deposit built up every year and would pay 
for any major works that are required over a 
period of time, which shall also be operated 
only by the Chairperson , or Vice - Chairperson 
if authorized by the Chairperson and Member 
Secretary and Treasurer of The Reis Magos 
Heritage Centre . The signature of Secretary 
(Archives & Archaeology ) or Director of 
Archives & Archaeology for operating the bank 
account shall be mandatory . 


7. Redressal of grievances and disputes. 
Grievances /Disputes , if any, arising out of the 
implementation of the Rules & Regulations of 
the Corpus Fund shall be heard and decided 
by the Minister for Archives & Archaeology 
and the decision of the Minister for Archives 
& Archaeology in this regard shall be final and 
binding on all concerned . 


7. The drawal of the amount from the 
Sinking Fund shall be allowed only to incur 
expenditure towards major maintenance 
works of the Reis Magos Heritage Centre . No 
expenditure shall be allowed to be incurred 
out of the Sinking Fund for the cultural or 
day -to - day activities of the Centre . 


The accounts of the Society shall be open to 
inspection by the Directorate of Archives & 
Archaeology and audit , both by the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
under the provision ofCAG (DPC ) Act , 1971 and 
internal audit by the Directorate of Accounts , 
Panaji -Goa, whenever Society is called upon 
to do so . 


8. The Reis Magos Heritage Centre shall be 
allowed to draw the annual interest accrued 
from the Bank Account in 3 installments with 
the prior approval of the Government as 
detailed below :
